In these children, acceptable 
total cholesterol is less than 170 
mg/dl, borderline-high is 170 to 
199 mg/dl and high is 200 mg/dl 
or more. It should be noted that 
a desirable 200 level for an adult 
is high for a child. 

While the report recognizes the 
role of both genetics and envi- 
ronment, or lifestyle, on develop- 
ment of high blood cholesterol 
and heart disease, it underscores 
the importance of a healthy 
lifestyle. 

Children arid adolescents bene- 
fit fram learning to choose low- 
er-fat foods more often than 
high-fat foods. Parents should 
set good examples not only by 
offering children a variety of 
delicious lower-fat foods, but by 
choosing these foods themselves.

Hayden’s father charges 
judicial misconduct in trial

Belleville contractor Jim Hay- 
den levied charges of judicial 
misconduct against the judge 
who presided over his son's mur- 
der_trial_after-he fearned a wit- 
ness in the case and the judge 
allegedly talked about the case 
months before the trial began, 
Hayden said Monday. 

Hayden said he recorded con- 
versations he had with a defense 
witness who allegedly acknow!l- 
edged he had talked about 
ing pre-trial motions with St 

county Associate Judge 
James Radcliffe. The conversa- 
tion, Hayden said, should be 
cause for a new trial for his son. 

St. Clair County Chief Judge 
Stephen Kernan on Monday said 
Hayden would have to bring the 
allegations before a- board - 
inqui 

Additionally, Jim Hayden, who 
silently watched the week-long 
trial that ended with his son's 
conviction of first-degree mur- 
der, penned a second letter ask 
ing a judge to investigate the 
possibility of a conspiracy that 
allowed the alleged murder 
weapon to be introduced as evi 
dence at the trial 

Tim Hayden was convicted by 
a jury April 16 for the July 27 
Stabbing death of his estranged 
wife, Theresa “Tracy” Hay 
in a Belleville ib. Doctors testi 
fied he had been despondent 
over an impending divorce his 
wife was seeking 

St. Clair County Associate 
Judge James Radcliffe is sched- 
uled to sentence Tim Hayden in 
June 

In one of two letters dated 
May 1, copies of which were left 
anonymously at the Journal's 
offices Saturday, Jim Hayden 
said defense witness Ron Vitale 
told him he had spoken with 
Radcliffe about the case several 


months before the trial had 


Vitale is director of Gateway 
Foundation in Belleville. Vitale 
testified that Hayden sought help 
from him in the days preceeding 
the stabbing. Vitale said Hayden 
had been and-had-jost 
nearty 40° pounds during the cou- 
ple’s separation. 

In the letter, addressed to for. 
mer Chief Criminal Judge 
James Donovan, Hayden said he 
tape-recorded the 15- to 20-min- 
ute conversation with Vitale and 
would allow Donovan to listen to 
it 

“Ron Vitale is a very close 
friend and associate o! Jud, 
Radcliffe," Hayden wrote in t 
letter. ‘‘I feel the fact the judge 
was discussing this matter with 
Ron Vitale on any basis is cause 
for a new trial. 

On Monday, Hayden said he 
informed defense attorney 
James Gomric of the tape 
recording on Dec. 24, but 
wouldn't say why Gomric hadn't 
brought out the allegations soon- 
er : 

“You will have to talk to Jim 
about what he saw and what he 
wanted to do,” Hayden said. 

Gomric could not be reached 
for comment Monday 

State's Attorney Robert Haida, 
who prosecuted Hayden, said he 
would only address questions 
about the trial that appear in 
post-trial motions. 

When asked whether Vitale 
was aware that the conversation, 
which Hayden said took place 
between Oct. 24 and Oct. 26, was 
being taped, he refused to com- 
ment 

However, Hayden said he. was 
concerned that Radcliffe alleged- 
ly had spoken with Vitale about 
pre-trial motions and about the 
contents of the conversation. 

Hayden would not reveal what 
the contents of the conversation
